Having made an examination 
of the tax collector’s office we are 
satisfied the office is being con- 
ducted in a good and efficient 
manner and shows a marked im- 
provement in some respects over 
the manner in which it was con- 
ducted a few years ago. The most 
marked improvement is in the 
manner in which the delinquent 
tax list is printed. 

After a careful examination of 
the delinquent tax list, we find 
that Mr. Batchelor is apparently 
getting more for the taxpayer’s 
dollar than the average tax col- 
lector is getting. The board of 
supervisors set the rate which is 
to be paid for the printing and 
Mr. Batchelor gives the printing 
to those who are capable of 
handling the job.

Mr. Batchelor was before the 
grand jury and explained the 
printing of the tax list and this 
committee is satisfied Mr. Batche- 
lor is dging his duty as tax col- 
lector and is very willing to co- 
operate with the grand jury as 
well <3 being very courteous at 
all times.
